Viet Cong’s Cease-Fire Offer 
Is Branded A ‘Sham’ By U.S. 


PARIS 
(A P) — U.S. 
Am­ 
bassador David K. E. Bruce de­ 
nounced as a sham today a 
Viet Cong offer of a cease-fire 
in Vietnam that would affect 
American troops but leave the 
South Vietnamese open to a t­ 
tack. 
Speaking at the 112th weekly 
session of Vietnam peace talks 
Bruce reiterated the U.S. pro­ 
posal for a standstill cease-fire 
affecting 
all 
forces 
in 
In­ 
dochina. 
“ Your own cease-fire propos­ 
al Is a sham ,” Bruce told the 
Viet Cong and North Vietnam ­ 
ese. “ It only m eans that you 
want the fighting to continue on 
your own term s. It means you 
are ready to go on killing your 
neighbors—the South Vietnam ­ 
ese, 
Laotians 
and 
Cam ­ 
bodians—as 
long 
as 
it 
suits 
your purposes, that is as long 
as your dem ands are not m et.” 
The proposal was m ade last 
week by Mrs. Nguyen Thi Binh 
the Viet Cong’s chief negotia­ 
tor. 


Corn Blight 
Rumors Spread 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Agriculture D epartm ent warns 
against widespread unfounded 
rum ors of corn blight spreading 
into this year’s crop, which is 
still being planted in m ajor pro­ 
ducing areas. 
The departm ent urged plant­ 
ers to keep the proper perspec­ 
tive on unconfirmed reports. 
“ It is much too early to judge 
with any certainty the extent to 
which the disease m ay affect 
the 1971 crop,” a USDA spokes­ 
man said. 
Field reports showr infections 
of a fungus which causes the 
disease have been found in new- 
crop corn in Gainsville, Fla. 
area, but report said there is 
no confirmation the fungus is 
the newf “ Race T” that caused 
the most dam age in 1970.

over the Swedish governm ent’s 
reported readiness to provide 
Swedish ships to take prisoners 
of both sides to neutral inter­ 
nm ent in Sweden. 


“ I ask today for agreem ent 
on your part so that we can im ­ 
m ediately 
begin 
discussions 
with you on detailed arran g e­ 
m ents.” Bruce said. Both Hanoi 
and the Viet Cong have already 
rejected the idea, put forward 
by Nixon in San Clemente, Ca­ 
lif., this week. 
Thuy again accused Nixon of 
refusing to set a date for the 
total w ithdrawal of U.S. troops 
because “he intends to leave an 
im portant part of the Am erican 
forces in Vietnam indefinitely.” 
Both Thuy and Mrs. Binh re ­ 
ferred to the “ repression” of 
peace 
dem onstrations 
in 
the 
United States. 
“ Nixon is stifling the aspira­ 
tions for peace of the American 
people,” Mrs. Binh declared.” 
. . . and is w'aging w ar not only 
against the people of Vietnam 
and all Indochina, but against 
the American people itself.” 
Before entering the session, 
Thuy blamed the dollar crisis 
on Nixon’s Vietnam policy. He 
said Nixon’s “ pursuit of the ag­ 
gressive war in Vietnam . . . is 
the main cause of the growing 
im passe at the conference and 
the growing political, social and 
economic

area of the trailer, where the 
explosion occurred. 
Tinsley told Indianapolis Fire 
Prevention Chief Donald E. Bol­ 
linger that he bought a can of 
gasoline to be used for cleaning 
and removing floor tile. He said 
he had placed the can near the 
front door.

Huge Fires 
Still Spread 
In Florida 


BIG CYPRESS SWAMP, Fla. 
(AP) 
— 
Forest 
rangers 
launched a major drive today 
to isolate one of four raging 
fires in this historic wilderness 
near a tiny logging town and a 
Seminole 
Indian 
reservation. 
Two-thirds of the rain-starved 
Florida 
peninsula 
faced 
“ex­ 
plosive conditions.” 
Indian tribesmen 
battled 
a 
10,000-acre fire that had spread 
to the southern border of their 
Big Cypress reservation, about 
50 miles west of Fort Lauder­ 
dale. 
State forestry crews set up a 
command post in a fire tower 
near the old logging community 
of Copeland—a town of about 
100 isolated 35 miles southeast 
of the reservation. 
Hunting camps around Cope­ 
land were in the path of one of 
the 
fires, 
District 
Korester 
Kem Blacker reported. 
“The worst one right now is 
eight miles west of Copeland,” 
he said. 
The blaze, blackening some 
5,000 acres, posed no imme­ 
diate threat to built-up areas, 
he said. 
“We can get to it before it 
gets too close to Copeland,” 
Blacker said. “A major effort 
is underway to keep it iso­ 
lated.” 
A team of a dozen state fire­ 
fighters was forced to camp 
Wednesday night near a 10,000- 
acre blaze some 15 miles south 
of the fire at the edge of the 
reservation. 


It took them all day Wednes­ 
day to fight their way through 
the swamp to reach the fire, 
said a division of forestry pilot, 
Connie Ryan. “There was no 
way to get them out.” 
Wallace Risher, forest man­ 
ager for the Department of In­ 
terior, said the tribesmen have 
been fighting smaller fires for 
the past month-sometimes side- 
by-side with convict volunteers 
from the Hendry County jail. 


“We’ve already lost some 6,- 
000 acres on the reservation,” 
Risher said, “including some of 
our pine crop that runs from 
seedling, sapling up to saw tim ­ 
ber size.” 
The Big Cypress Swamp has 
served the tribe as a refuge 
since the Seminole Wars when 
they were chased deep into the 
morass by Gen. Andrew Jack­ 
son. 
The reservation presently has 
about 300 fam ilies, Risher said. 


Smaller fires were reported 
throughout the state from as 
far 
north 
as 
Ocala 
National 
Forest, about two-thirds of the 
way up the Florida peninsula. 


“You could say that much of 
the 
state is 
facing explosive 
conditions,” said Van Murphy, 
Okeechobee district forester. 
Since November Florida has 
been in the grip of the worst 
drought in its history.

Police said the older Tinsley 
lived near the downtown area 
where the bodies of patrolmen 
Wilbur Hayes,

Schaefer, Jr., 28 were found 
last Sunday. 
Police said they have recov­ 
ered 
Schaefer’s 
badge, 
gun, 
watch and handcuffs, but didn’t 
say where they were found.

scribed 'the operation as “one 
of the largest in United States 
history in term s of the number 
of arrests.” 
M ajor cities in which author­ 
ities either made arrests or ex­ 
ecuted 
search 
w arrants 
this 
morning were Detroit, Grand 
Rapids, 
Lansing, 
Flint, 
Sagi­ 
naw, Battle Creek and Kala­ 
mazoo. the Justice D epartm ent 
said. 
The 
police 
officers 
were 
charged in 'the indictments with 
obstructing 
law 
enforcement 
antigam bling activities, carry­ 
ing on an illegal gambling ac­ 
tivity and conspiracy to violate 
federal gambling laws. 
The 
indictments 
said 
the 
gambling operations outside of 
m etropolitan Detroit consisted 
mainly of betting on numbers. 
One indictm ent said there is 
a 
link 
between

group in Detroit and sim ilar 
groups

the indicted persons were being 
sought in those cities. 


National Guard 
Getting Its 1st 
Black General 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The 
N ational Guard is getting its 
first black general. 
He is Col. C.C. Bryant, 49- 
year-old World War II combat 
veteran w'ho is adjutant general 
of the D istrict of Columbia N a­ 
tional Guard. 
There are more than 140 gen­ 
erals in the Army Guard and 
the 
Air 
Guard, 
but none is 
black. 
Maj. Gen. Winston P. Wilson, 
chief of the National Guard Bu­ 
reau said, “ I am tickled to see 
a man of his quality promoted 
to star rank. It had nothing to 
do with his race.” 
Bryant was promoted last Sat­ 
urday at the D istrict of Colum­ 
bia level, but he told a reporter 
he doesn’t intend to put on the 
silver star of a brigadier gener­ 
al 
until 
federal 
approval 
is 
completed. 
A regular Army board will 
consider 
B ryant’s 
promotion 
later this month. President Nix­ 
on then is expected to send a 
form al nomination to the Sen­ 
ate. 
Of 493,375 men in the Army 
and Air Guard at the first of 
this year, only 5,988 or 1.2 per 
cent w'ere black. 
The guard has been criticized 
as being too white, but officials 
contend they have m ade con­ 
certed efforts to recruit young 
blacks without much success. 
National Guard leaders have 
em phasized black recruitm ent, 
B ryant said, and “ considerable 
progress has been made in cer­ 
tain states.” 
The Navy last week selected 
its first black officer to become 
an 
adm iral. The regular Air 
Force has one black brigadier 
general and the Army a black 
m ajor general. 
Born in Clifton, Va., Bryant 
moved to Washington in 1934 
and 
was 
in 
Howard 
Univer­ 
sity’s ROTC until he went to 
w ar in 1943. 
He commanded a company in 
Italy and holds the Bronze Star, 
the Purple H eart and wears the 
com bat infantrym an’s badge.

WASHINGTON (A P) - Anti­ 
w ar protesters, reeling from a 
wave 
of 
12,000 
arrests 
this 
week, straggled from the still 
security-conscious capital today 
with their leaders vowing to re ­ 
turn in the sum m er for re ­ 
newed efforts to halt the na­ 
tion’s government. 


The dem onstrators planned a 
late morning rally at 'the South 
Vietnamese 
em bassy 
today. 
But at the appointed hour, it 
was raining and the 50 youths 
who had shown up found them ­ 
selves outnumbered more than 
10-to-l by police. 
Protest leaders 
also sched­ 
uled a symbolic m arch on city 
jail, but it was obvious many of 
their followers already had left 
the city. 
The leaders, however, were 
talking 
of 
another 
round 
of 
dem onstrations, perhaps within 
six to eight weeks. 
“ We 
are 
going 
to 
do 
it 
again,” protest organizer Ren­ 
nie Davis told an unofficial ses­ 
sion 
of 
the 
Am erican 
Psy­ 
chiatric Association today. 
“ We 
are 
not 
going 
to 
be 
stopped,” added John Froines, 
who 
with 
Davis 
faces 
con­ 
spiracy charges stem m ing from 
this week’s halt-the-government 
efforts. 
Froines 
mentioned 
July 
4, 
and said: “ If the government 
has not stopped the war, we 
are going to continue to stop 
the government of the United 
States.” He urged the 2.000 psy­ 
chiatrists 
to 
“ join 
our 
con­ 
spiracy.” 
As Davis and Froines were 
applauded by the psychiatrists, 
police continued heavy patrols 
in the city. About 4,000 Marine 
and Army troops who had been 
deployed 
at 
strategic 
traffic 
sites during rush hours the past 
three days rem ained at staging 
areas this morning.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Food and Drug Administration 
advised the public today to stop 
eating swordfish because 95 per 
cent of all samples examined 
were 
contaminated 
with 
poi­ 
sonous mercury. 


Government 
officials 
ac­ 
knowledged the virtually un­ 
precedented 
warning 
would 
probably destroy the swordfish 
industry. 


It is “ particularly important” 
that children 
and women of 
child-bearing age refrain from 
consumption of the seafood, the 
FDA said following completion 
of a three-month government 
testing program for mercury in 
swordfish. A group of American 
and Canadian medical experts 
endorsed its findings. 
“ Despite extensive recalls by 
major distribution chains, des­ 
pite FDA seizures totalling 832.- 
000 pounds, and despite overall 
cooperation of swordfish bro­ 
kers in withholding up to 4 mil­ 
lion pounds from the market, 
the 
agency 
is 
still 
finding 
swordfish available to the pub­ 
lic at or over the guideline.” 
said FDA Chief Charles C. Ed­ 
wards. 
“On this basis and in view of 
full evaluation of test data by 
FDA and by outside experts, 
the FDA has no choice but to 
recommend at this time that 
the public not eat swordfish,” 
Edwards said in a statement.

Franchising Flops By Sports 
Figures Are Not Uncommon

NEW YORK (AP) — From 
football there was Joe Namath, 
from basketball Jerry Lucas, 
from baseball Mickey M antle- 
each a big success in his sport; 
each a big failure in the fran­ 
chising business. 
While 
Namath, 
Lucas 
and 
Mantle were probably the most 
prominent sports figures tied to 
franchising flops, they were not 
alone. 
Elvin Hayes, star forward for 
the San Diego Rockets, man­ 
aged a restaurant for nearly 18 
months under a franchise be­ 
fore he stepped out of it as an 
unprofitable venture. 
A few athletes, notably golfer 
Arnold Palmer who has putting 
course-driving ranges and dry 
cleaning 
centers, 
and 
Boston 
Bruins hockey star Bobby Orr, 
who has a pizza parlor chain in 
Canada, have done quite well in 
franchising. But they appear to 
be exceptions, 
Why is the track record of 
professional 
athletes 
in 
fran­ 
chising so dismal? 
“They’re often exploited by 
the entrepreneur and the pro­ 
moter because of the value of 
their nam es,” said Art Modell, 
owner of the National Football 
League’s 
Cleveland 
Browns. 
“They’re used to the public 
adulation so the idea that their 
name alone can bring in busi­ 
ness sounds logical,” added for­ 
mer football pro Pat Summe- 
rall. 
He pointed out that the pro­ 
fessional athlete has a relatively 
short period of high earnings 
and must first concentrate on 
his sport. As a result, Summe- 
rall said, the athlete frequently 
depends on others to help him 
invest for the future. 
Perhaps 
the

about franchising flop was Joe 
N a m a t h ’ s 11-unit fast-food 
chain, Broadway Joe’s Inc. The 
New York Jets supersar’i role 
with the company apparently 
was limited to lending the lus­ 
ter of his name.

One of the nastier species of mosqui­ 
toes, Aedes atlantious, has been found in 
Indiana for the first time. It transmits 
the virus of a form of encephalitis, a 
catch-all medical term for brain inflam­ 
mation. 
Dr. Russel] E. Siverly, Ball State Uni­ 
versity authority on mosquitoes, reports 
atlantious was found last August in 
' Posey County. 
The professor, who also is a medical 
doctor, isn’t alarmed. He doesn’t expect 
this mosquito to become common in In­ 
diana because it’s a southern species. 
Posey County has almost a different cli­ 
mate from most of Indiana and even has 
a cypress swamp. 
Mosquitoes of other species certainly 
are a Hoosier problem, however, more so 
than any time since the post-glacier 
swamps were drained. Indiana is such a 
geographic crossroads that it has 51 
species of species with varied breeding 
and feeding habits. Much larger Penn­ 
sylvania has 46 species. 
The thing to worry about, if you have 
run out of other problems, is malaria. 
This is one of the deadly frontier di­ 
seases Indiana public health officials 
thought they had whipped. Not a single 
case was reported in 1961, 1963 and 1965. 
Then there were five in 1966, 17 in 1967, 
20 in 1968, and 33 in 1969. 
The explanation is that malaria was 
brought back from Southeast Asia by re­ 
turning servicemen. It is transmitted by 
mosquitoes. 
Officials of Indianapolis, celebrating 
its 150th anniversary, have seen no need 
to point out that one-eighth of the city’s 
population died of malaria in its first 
year.Happily there has been considerable 
progress * in preventive medicine since 
1821. When statistics showed the revived 
malaria danger, both military authori­ 
ties and public health officials went to 
work. 
The military is doing a better job of 
screening servicemen eligible for dis­ 
charge before sending them home. When 
a developing case of malaria sli 
through and appears after the man gets 
home, he is given a quick course of chlor- 
oquine phosphate in the nearest VA hos­ 
pital. After a couple of days, a mosquito 
no longer can pick up the malaria para­ 
site from his blood. 
The result is that the number of re­ 
ported cases of malaria slipped back to 
25 in Indiana last year. Only three have 
been found in the first four months of 
this year. 
The threat persists, however. So, even 
if you are insensitive to being called a 
slob, you might consider the mosquito 
when you start to litter the landscape 
with empty beer cans and wornout auto 
tires. With the addition of a little rain 
water, they are ideal breeding places for 
mosquitoes.

TO THE EDITOR: 
Richard Small, Center Town­ 
ship Trustee, in a recent letter 
stated that a majority of the 
people he had talked to were 
opposed to area planning and 
zoning. 
If this is true, it points out 
a fact that many do not fully 
understand the purpose of plan­ 
ning and zoning and how it op­ 
erates. This also points to one 
good reason why a referendum 
on this matter would be ques­ 
tionable. If there was some way 
of acquainting everyone in the 
community about the positive 
and negative aspects of zoning: 
then it might be feasible to al­ 
low zoning to be put to a pop­ 
ular vote. Since zoning is an 
emotional issue it is hard for 
many people to judge zoning ob­ 
jectively. 
For planning and zoning to 
work effectively in any commun­ 
ity, it must have the support 
and understanding of those wfho 
are affected. It is an example 
of grass roots government, and 
there is ample opportunity for 
all those affected to participate 
and have a part in the decision 
making process. The plan com­ 
mission acts in an advisory cap­ 
acity only. The county commis­ 
sioners, who are elected, must 
accept or reject the recommen­ 
dations of the plan commission. 
Public meetings are required by 
law prior to the passage of any 
zoning ordinance. Public opinion 
and the long range best interests 
of the community are major fac­ 
tors in making final decisions. 
Probably the most common 
complaint against zoning ordin­ 
ances relates to land use. There 
is fear that the right to own 
private property and be free 
to do with it as one pleases will 
be taken away. This is true only 
to the extent that the individual 
wants to use his property for 
some purpose that is not in the 
long range best interests of the 
community. Basically, planning 
and zoning is using good com ­ 
mon sense to assure that as a 
community changes that it de­ 
velops in a way which is desir­ 
able and protects the majority 
of the people from less desirable 
elements that could develop 
otherwise. Zoning cannot be 
used to change past mistakes. 
The benefits derived from zon­ 
ing far outweigh the objections. 
First, zoning is needed to regu­ 
late housing developments. The 
uncontrolled subdivisions are not 
compatible neighbors for farm­ 
ers. The people in subdivisions 
complain about dust, noise and 
odors. They are a threat to live­ 
stock feeding operations. Second­ 
ly, zoning is needed to help con­ 
serve good agricultural land. 
Farmers can protect good farm­ 
land for himself and future gen­ 
erations. Third, zoning is needed 
to insure orderly development 
in the county. Land should be 
used for that purpose for which 
it is best suited. Without zoning 
there may be a haphazard de­ 
velopment that will not be in 
the best interest of anyone ex­ 
cept a few people who might 
stand to gain financially. 
There is difficulty in getting 
proper administration of zoning 
laws. That is why farmers and 
others in the community need 
to become more involved in the 


planning and zoning process to 
insure that it is fairly done. 
Each person should ask him­ 
self, “Am I willing to accept a 
few restrictions to gain the pro­ 
tection needed to carry on a 
normal business operation, or do 
I want to risk the chance that 
I may eventually be completely 
engulfed and forced to move or 
drastically alter my operation?” 
Federal funds are available to 
help in the planning phase. Good 
zoning must be preceded by 


good planning. Federal funds are 
held as an enticement to en­ 
courage aunties to plan, but 
whether federal funds are utili­ 
zed is up to the county.

N early 12,500 of the powerful 
mountain lions were killed be­ 
tween 1907 and 1963, when the 
California Legislature canceled 
the reward. 
Hunting continues today al­ 
m ost 
unrestricted.

knows how many are left. One 
rough estim ate is 600. But State 
Assemblyman John Dunlap of 
Napa is convinced the Califor­ 
nia cougar is a vanishing spe­ 
cies-going the way of the wolf 
and grizzly bear in California.

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Lt. Governor 
Still Collects 
Political Dues 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - Lt. 
Gov. Richard E. Folz is keep­ 
ing the practice of collecting 
political dues from Republican 
employes alive in the state- 
house. 
Folz. who is aligned with 
state Republican party chair­ 
man, John K. Snyder, said 
Wednesday he would continue 
the collection of 2 per cent at 
the salary of the employes 
working in his office. 
Gov.' Edgar D. Whitcomb, 
like Folz a Republican, an­ 
nounced last Thursday he had 
abolished the practice in de­ 
partments under his control. 
The governor’s order shut off 
ar. estimated $40,000 a month in 
political dues from about 5,000 
s.ate patronage workers. 
Snyder, who has been at odds 
with Whitcomb and a supporter 
of the practice, has been silent 
on the governor’s action. 
Both Democrats and Repub­ 
licans have been collecting the 
dues since 1933 when Demo­ 
cratic Goy. Paul V. McNutt 
devised the method of raising 
money. Those contributing have 
been called members of the 
“Two Per Cent Club.” 
Folz said that about 50 em­ 
ployes in his office and the De­ 


partment of Commerce, which 
he also heads, will continue 
contributing 2 per cent of their 
paychecks to the Republican 
State Committee. 
Folz said the practice would 
continue until the Republican 
party devises alternative ways 
of raising enough money to re­ 
tire debts. 
The GOP state committee 
reaps about $450 a month in 
patronage dues from Folz’ em­ 
ployes. 


Atty. Gen, Theodore L. Sen- 
dak. a Republican, has recom­ 
mended “voluntary participa­ 
tion’’ in the dues system to his 
patronage workers. 
About $150,000 in 1970 cam­ 
paign debts have been paid off, 
but a GOP source said other 
debts may be as high as $100,- 
000.

His past was murky and his 
ancestors

fast became a legend in his own 
time, outranking Tecumseh and 
the famed Navy goat in Acade­ 
my tradition. 
Although he was never ac­ 
corded recognition by academy 
officials, he was that tiny touch 
of home to new recruits and a 
symbol of 
independence once 
known to upper classmen. 
Dodo never spent two consec­ 
utive nights in the same room, 
fastidiously avoided favoritism, 
and the disdain with which he 
held 
commissioned 
officers 
brought secret delight to the 
hearts of his human roommates. 
Wherever the brigade went, 
Dodo was there. 
He slept in Bancroft Hall, ate 
in the mess hall, trotted happily 
alongside the midshipmen at pa­ 
rades, including the fabled June 
Week Color Parade, and regu­ 
larly attended classes. 
It was not unusual to see 
plebes (freshm en) snap to at­ 
tention 
when 
Dodo sauntered 
into their rooms. 


Farm ers O K 
Tobacco Plan 


WASHINGTON 
(A P ) 
- 
Farm ers have approved a gov­ 
ernment managed program for 
burley tobacco based on the 
pounds a farm er can sell during 
a year. 
Tuesday 97 per cent of the 
growers voting in a 14-state ref- 
erndum approved the program, 
the Agriculture Department an­ 
nounced. 
In unofficial returns, 313,855 
of 324;991 voting approved the 
program. In Indiana, unofficial 
returns showed 6,888 voting in 
favor of the program and 304 
against it. 
The new program replaces an 
older system of burley tobacco 
controls based on acreage allot­ 
ments to individual farmers. 
Beginning this year, farmers 
will be held to marketing quotas 
set in points. In return they 
will be eligible for government 
price supports on their crop. 
Congress approved the new 
program last month. 
The newf program allows a 
farm er to exceed his 
annual 
quota by 10 per cent without 
penalty.

In a “dairy situation” report 
issued Monday, the department 
said large milk output and high­ 
er prices will boost gross in­ 
come for dairymen by at least 
the five per cent gain of 1970.

For the month ended April 15, 
the earlier report said, average 
prices received dipped one per 
cent while their costs jumped 
again, also by one per cent. 
That means that the historical 
parity indicators, showing a re­ 
lationship between prices and 
costs, shrank during the month.

Dolomitk, Calcitic Lime 
Most of the lime supplied to 
Rush County area farmers is 
high in magnesium by the ap­ 
plication of dolomitk limestone. 
The two major suppliers of lime 
in Rush County show that the 
magnesium carbonate content of 
lime is about 39 per cent. In 
many parts of the state having 
calcitic limestone, the magnes­ 
ium content is down to 3 per­ 
cent or less. 
This means the amount and 
ratio of calcium and magesium 
in the soil will be affected by 
the type of limestone you use. 
The magnesium level should 
be at least 100 pounds or more 
per acre. If shooting for corn 
yields of 150 bushels or more, 
or 45 bushels of soybeans, you 
need to make sure to have plen­ 
ty of magnesium as well as oth­ 
er 
nutrients.

Q. A few months ago I applied 
black 
caulking 
compound 
at 
several places around the out­ 
side of the house where it was 
needed. Afterwards, I felt that 
the compound was too conspicu­ 
ous and so painted it to match 
the color of the house. 
It was all right for some time, 
but now some of the black has 
started to come through the 
paint very slightly. I used an ex­ 
terior latex paint. Was that the 
right kind or should I have used 
an oil paint? 
A. The paint was not the 
cause of the trouble. You un­ 
doubtedly used a caulking mate­ 
rial with some asphalt in it, 
which is common with black 
compounds. 
The 
asphalt 
has 
started to bleed through the 
paint. It is quite likely that the 
caulking cartridge or can car­ 
ried a specific caution against 
painting. 
Black compound 
is usually 
used for roofing or similar jobs 
where it does not have to be 
painted. If the present appear­ 
ance of the compound is unac­ 
ceptable, ask your dealer to 
give you a sealing material that 
can be applied to it preparatory 
to repainting. You would be 
wise to read and follow the di- 


nections on the label of every 
product you use. 
Q. An 
uncle 
of 
mine 
has 
shown me how to insert a piece 
of tinfoil into a fuse socket when 
the fuse blows out and you don’t 
have another handy. It seems to 
work just as well as a fuse and I 
thought you might want to' pass 
along the tip to your readers. 
A. Yotír uncle has shown you 
a good way to buril down your 
house. A fuse is made so that 
the metal inside it melts when 
there is an overload of electrici­ 
ty or some other trouble on the 
line. This cuts off the flow of 
electricity, preventing the wires 
from getting too hot and start­ 
ing a fire. 
When you place a piece of tin­ 
foil into the fuse socket, you 
have eliminated the safety fac­ 
tor, creating a dangerous situa­ 
tion. 
Don’t ever place anything into 
a fusf socket other than a fuse 
—and make sure it is a fuse 
which has the same amperage 
rating on it as the old one. It’s a 
good idea to keep on hand sev­ 
eral fuses of the proper amper­ 
age.
